A (1) Gold was prized in early 
times because it was found free, so that 
it was not necessary to smelt it, and 
its present value is due to its un- 
alterability, which makes it preferable 
to other metals for use in jewelry, for 
coinage, and so forth. Silver has about 
the same advantages. (2) The coinage 
is performed at the mints free of charge 
for those who send bullion to be minted, 
and the government may also buy gold 
and silver for coinage purposes, or to 
keep the gold reserve up to the standard, 
issuing bonds or notes for the purpose. 

Q. How long will it take to complete 
the Pan-American Railway and how 
many miles have been built? 

A. It would not be possible to set 
a time limit on the completion of the 
line. The work is being done by the 
piece. Some sections are under con¬ 
struction by the countries through 
which the road passes, and others by 
private capital.

Uphold Their Report. 

The Commissioners of Assessment 
submitted to the Town Council Monday 
night their reply to the criticism of M. 
M. Stallman, general attorney of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
Railroad Company, on the awards of 
damages to property owners, caused by 
the changes in street grades resulting 
from the depression of the railroad com¬ 
pany’s tracks in the Watsessing district. 
Mr. Stallman expressed the opinion that 
the damage awards were high, and in 
the cases of W\ B. Conroy, Alfred 
Johnson and estate of G. Kurtz double 
damages had been allowed, as they had 
been previously compensated in an allow¬ 
ance for damages in the matter of open¬ 
ing and extending Willow street. The 
commissioners, in their reply, say that 
they feel that such awards are just, and 
that in regard to the Johnson. Conroy 
and Kurtz claims they are entitled to the 
same, as the award of damages in the 
Willow street opening was for land 
taken opl y. The change of grade was 
not considered. 

Sewer Project Tabled. 

A general objection, signed by a num¬ 
ber of property owners, was made at the 
council meeting Monday night to the 
resolution adopted by the council for 
the construction of a storm sewer in 
Broad street from Benson street to the 
Third river at James street The ob¬ 
jectors said that the service of the 
sewer would be the carrying off of water 
from the street and would be of general 
public benefit and not of particular pri¬ 
vate benefit to them. 

Mr. Murray, in speaking on the ob¬ 
jections, said that it may be that some 
of the objectors were under the im¬ 
pression that the cost of the sewer will 
fall patricularly on Broad street prop¬ 
erty owners. The assessment, he said, 
would be levied on all property benefited 
and would take in a. wide area, and he 
suggested that it be so explained to the 
objecting property owners.

Monday evening, May 6, was the 
date for hearing objections to the reso¬ 
lution mk>pted by the Town Council for 
the paying of Lackawanna place. Clerk 
Davis announced that be had received 
two communications in regard to the 
same from Blanchard & Price, owners 
of property along the street to be paved. 
In one of thefn Messrs. Blanchard & 
Price petitioned the council" to use 
bitulithic pavement on a concrete base 
in the paving of the street The other 
communication was of a' more general 
character and Stated that it was noted 
with pleasure that the council intended 
to pave Lackawanna place and have a 
concrete sidewalk and curb laid. The 
letter then went on to say: “We would 
like to call your attention to the fact, 
first, that this street should have sewer, 
water, gas and house connections put in 
before the pavement is laid. This will, 
of course, save tearing up the street and 
sidewhlk when they are made, as thdy 
would have to be as soon as there was 
any building on the street 

“The street and paving should, of 
course, be graded to correspond to Glen- 
wood avenue and Washington street, and 
the sidewalk also should be graded to 
correspond to the Glenwood avenue side¬ 
walk. 

“If any strangers ever came to Bloom¬ 
field, they wouldn’t need any celebration 
to let them know that Bloomfield was 
100 years old. All they would have 
to do would be to walk down Glenwood 
avenue and notice the broken condition 
*of the sidewalks and curbs. You ought 
to have new concrete sidewalks and 
curbs put down on Glenwood avenue 
to correspond with those on Lackawanna 
place; at the same time the Lackawanna 
place sidewalks are put down. 

“If the town officials have au¬ 
thority, without the consent of the prop¬ 
erty Tiolders, to put down a sidewalk in 
Lacksvganna place, they certainly should 
have the same authority in Glenwood 
avenue. Tt is one of the principal
